French Ohamber Adopts New 
Credit for the Second Quar- 
ter of 1916 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire). 

PARIS, Mar. 17--Although France spent 
more than 22,000,000,000 francs in 1915, 
the financial situation is satisfactory, 
thanks to the French internal loan, which 
is being maintained above the rate of 
issue, said Felix Ribot, minister of fin- 
ance, during a discussion of the appro- 
priations required for the second quarter 
of 1916, in the chamber of deputies today. 
With but one dissenting vote the ebam- 
ber adopted the credit of 7,800,000,000 
francs for the second quarter, ‘This is 
equivalent to a daily expenditure of 87,- 
000,000 frances. 

Minister Ribot said that while France 
would soon be spending 90,000,000 francs 
au day, England would be spending 110,- 
000000 and she 1s able to support the 
imposition of new taxes much better, be- 
cuuse France is concerned with the diffi- 
culty of purchasing abroad supplies such 
as coal, graip and meat, for the army and 
civil population, 

The rate of exebange, he said, is going 
up, but the necessary credit has been ob- 
tained, Importations, Minister Ribot de- 
clared, must be reduced. France, he con- 
tinued, is resolved to pay its debts, bard 
us this may be, 

What ought to be done, Minister Ribot 
concluded, is to announce the tax on 
liquor and alcohol, As to an income tax, 
he said, a greater one than that now be- 
ing collected could not be demanded ut 
a time when fortune is an uncertainty,

CONGRESS APPROVES 
OF ACTION OF PRES. 


Conditions in Interior of 
Mexico Are Reported 
Quiet 
(By Morning Balletin Leased Wire.) 

WASHINGTON, Mar, 17.—The 
main United States expedit.onary 
force in ‘Mexico as late as this accer- 


noon had encountered none of Villa's 
outlaws. Reports to this effect were 
received by the war department in 
field wireless messages relayed. by 
telegraph from a pot along the in- 
ternational boundary, 

Officials interpreted the information 
as clearly indicating that Villa and 
his bandits were fieeing before the 
American advance and that it was 
extremely doubtful that they wouid 
attempt to make a stand. The opin- 
ion prevailed among army otters 
that the campaign would develop 
quickly into a guerilla warfare, if any 
opposition at all developed, The war 
department had no confirmation of 
border reports that snipers had fired 
on the United States troops. 

Senate Approves, 

In the senate today a concurrent 
resolution by Senator La Follette, de- 
claring that congress approyed the 
use of the army to pursue Villa, and 
aiving further assurances that the 
sovereignty of Mexico was mot to be 
encroacned upon .by the punitive ex- 
pedition, was unanimously adopted 
Without debate, 

Reports to the state and war de- 
partments indicated that conditions 
generaliy in the interior of Mexico 
were fairly quiet.

The general said he had _ wired 
Lieut.-Col, Refugio 8, Davilo, in com- 
mand of the Constitutionalist garrison 
at Cusas Grandes, not to permit the 
Americans to occupy that city, 

His instructions from Gen. Carran- 
za, Gen. Gavira said, did not give 
him authority to let American troops 
occupy a city. It would be contrary 
to Gen, Carranza’s orders, he said,

WAR MAY END BY NEXT DECEMBER 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Max. 17—Inquiries are being received at Lloyds 
for insurance to pay total loss in case of peace being declared dur- 
ing the present year. The inquirers are large firms who hold war 
contracts, and who ha ve to give orders for material sometime 


ahead and at war prices. As a result, premiums are inclined to 
show an upward tendei icy. 

One underwriter sitid that, for an insurance to pay total loss 
in the event of peace be ing declared by the end of June, he would 
quote a rate of twenty guineas per cent., while for a similar pol- 
iey extending to the end of the year the rate would be seventy 
per cent, Some brokers quoted as high as ninety per cent. for a 
policy insuring against the war ending by the end of December. 
These rates are intendewl to be prohibitive, and no transactions 
were effected, 

The rates also are an indication that the underwriters believe 
the war will not continue beyond the end of the present year, 
Their optimism is based ow. the failure of the Germans to piece the 
French lines at Verdun, mtimors that Germany is putting out feel- 
ers in the direction of peave, and that Turkey has made proposals

By the terms of the bill to be intro- 
duced the Dominion government will 
not assume the responsibility for pre- 
venting the importation of liquor into 
a province which has adopted a pro- 
hibitory law. It will simply provide 
#& means by which that may be done, 
provided a province has decided that 
it is not legal for a man to import 
liquor into the province in which he 
resides for his personal or household 
use. The responsibility for deciding 
that liquor shall not be imported imto 
a province will continue to rest with 
the legislature, Under the provisions 
of the proposed act heavy penalty will 
be imposed upon dealers who allow 
liquor to be taken into any province 
which has decided against its impor- 


tation. Such dealers will be liable to 
penalties of $100 and $200 and im- 
prisonment for subsequent offenses 


without the option of a fine. Ina 
word, the government proposes to 
leave the sole responsibility for the 
enactment of prohibitory legislation 
with the provinces,
